•ays the Ciiro Democrat, five frnerillis or 
robbers vi«itcd the house of two 'Germans, 
near Texas Bend, on the Mississippi river, and 
deroiind<ii»4heir money, bavinf? diBcoveajid 
that they had a large amount in their possss- 
sion. One of them named Barney Baake, 
who bad }ust collected eight hundred dollirs 
due to th« eetate of Joseph Fleshman, of 
which be is the administrator, and also had 
six hundred of his own, bid bis funds under 
the porch of his house for safe-keeping. Hi9 
neighbor knew where the money had boen 
placed, and both refused to giTe the robbers 
any clue to it. The villains, however, sought 
high and low for the treasure, atjd even went 
so far as to fuspend one of them from the 
ceiling three times, but without compelling 
him to divulge the Eecret. They also carried 
awey his cli thing, bedding, and that of his 
wife and children. Finally they found the 
hidden money, and escaped with all they 
wanted. 

On Tbareday night, a company of home 
guards, commanded by Oapt E. B. Dicbl, went 
cut to reconnoitre the country, and captured 
^men, who were on their way to join Gen. 
Price, and who are known to have been en- 
pafctd in stea^rg horses. They were brought 
into Charleston and delivered to the civil au- 
thorities. Their names are James Greer, Geo. 
Montnl, John Bush, and Lard; are resi- 
dent* of UsNiasippi county, and have been in 
Price's trmj. It is doubtful about them be- 
ing the individuals who committed the rob- 
bery, but it is seid to be certain thai they are 
horse- thieves and guerillas.

Report of the Battle of Chattaaooga. 
FILL PAUTICIXARS. 



[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal. I 
Chattanooga, Nov. 26, 1863. 

Tbe rebels reinforced, and chagrined at the 
p.bandonmeut of the point after such a slight 
resistance, relumed up the eastern declivity 
and attiEided to retake it, but were driven 
back in grtat confusion. 

Skiimishiig between sharpshooters con- 
tirued until daik, with but one or two slight 
casualties. 

No time wits lost in fortifying, and ere I left 
the hill, an eicelleut line of rifle pits, that 
aff rdod complete protection, extended frjm 
tbe summit to the railroad at the base. 

I returned late at night to Chattanooga, aid 
yet the angry mutterings of tbe sulky musket- 
ry were wnfted from the sombre mountain. 
Through the gloom of n'ght peered the fljsh 
of i he rifles, that seemed olood-shot eyes 
g'aring through tho dr.rk at foeman. Tn^ 
sharpshooters piied the work until Ion; after 
midnight, when anger yielded to exhausted 
raturc. 

THE RATTLE OF THE 2aTU. 

Ateorly dawuarecocnoisjance was ordered 
by General Hooker, and the report canie ba^k 
that the mountain was clear. A glad, hearty 
round of cheers gret-ttd the announcement, 
and in a few moments the stars and stripes 
were pioudly floating from the higtieet peak. 
The rebels well knew the danger that thrett- 
ened tbeir rear, and under cover of the night 
prudently retired across the upper extremity 
ol the valley to Mission R d^e. 

Tbe grtat obetacie bad been surmounted; 
i in', as tbe announcement was carried along 
the lice, it was greeted with deafening shouts 
ot joy, ai d inspired the hearts of all to greater 
exertion aid greater daring. The bloody 
werk was Lot yet over. Night was but an in- 
terval; and the clear, bright sun of this brac- 
tng, fiosty morning woald but unfold again 
the 

"Shrill, clanging curtains of war." 

Ore held Knoll was occuD'ed by Generals 
Grunt, Hunter, Thomas, Reynolds, Palmer, 
(Jifli ger, Whipple, Wood, Willich, andseveral 
others; whither they bad come to witness tbe 
culmination of this series of signal triumphs. 
The frosty mantle that covered the earth at 
Fawn, bad dissolved, but the air was yet cold 
and raw. The enemy's artillery on the sum- 
mit of tbe ridge opened a terrific fire on ihe 
kDoll, and for a time swept it with a torrent of 
screaming mistjiles. A few well-aimed shots 
from our artillerists upturned a rebel gun, and 
dropped a few ahelis among the rebel batte- 
ries, wbtn the firing ceased. 

Hooker, finding Lookout Mountain de- 
serted, pushed bis column across Chattanooga 
Vnlley and ps-cended Mission Ridge in the vi- 
ciLity of Rossville. Forming in line of bat- 
tle, with bis right, under Osterhaus, holding 
the epstern elope, Geary the centre, and John- 
sec tbe left toward the summit, he prepared 
to sweep down against the rebel flank. 

At 10)4 o'clock tbe General ordered our 
picket lines, between the kuoll and the rebel 
rifle-pits, advanced, and a brisk little skir- 
mish ensued, in which both sides suffered 
some loss, and both took prisoners, but the 
object of the advance was attained. In this 
skirmish it was that Mojor Irwin, of tan 6'.h 
yhio, while in advance of the line, was 
killed by a ball from a rebel sharpshooter. 
This w ns tbe oi ly fighting on tbe centre dur- 
ing the forenoon. 

The tuemy, completely nonplussed, kept 
marching bis troops from right to left, 
ae i! doubling whether the attack would be 
on Tunnel Hill or on the centre. Sherman 
had been fighting continually from early 
dawn, shelliru the rebel battery on Tunnel 
HiiL and skirmishing with tbe rebel infantry 
on tbe slope and iu tbe valley near the Tun- 
nel. 

(Jen. Corse determined to carry the heights 
by storm, but bis band of daring heroe3 were 
scattered from the crest by theaL-etof missiles 
that ploughed tbeir ranks like leaves before a 
hurricane. In this assault the brigade lost 
m*ny of its best men and the General himseli' 
whs seriously wounded. Loomis with his 
brigede was ordered through the woods be- 
tween tbe railroad and tbe ridge to drive the 
rebtls up the slope or push tbera through the 
Tunnel. Loomis met with a Grm resistance, 
and his slow advance induced the ordering up 
ot Gen. Matlbias to bis support. 

About 11 o'clock Baird was detached from 
the rinht and ordered to the support of Lo>mis, 
wtich eventually threw Gen. B-tird to theex- 
trtme left of the Army of th? Cumberland, as 
it stood in line of battle before tbe heights. 
Mitttbias came to the support of Loomis as 
rapidly as possible, but bis assistance was no: 
required, the enemy having retired tbruugu 
tbe Tunnel. 

Tunnel Hill battery yet frowned from it? 
lofty aerie defiantly on tbe troops below, and 
shelled our lines at will along the base of the 
ridge. Gen. Matthias received permission to 
Ptorm tbe heights. The troops who had fought 
t<r,d won imperishable honors at Champion 
Hill, Raymond, Jackson, and Vicksburg, 
were fronted toward the hill and shown the 
woik. There was no Skulkinr, no lagging, 
no struggling. Not a mneele twitched Willi 
fesr, rot a cheek was blanched. Tney were 
herces every inch, and tbey needed only the 
comroBcd ana all that bravery could do 
ni'gi."- 1 txpeeied. 

'i be ereniy at the summit perc ived the 
object snd pt-uicd dowu a hail of bullet t, Tue 
n.en were fretful and feverish under this des- 
ultory Gre, and chafed and swayed like a 
1 i;>l -! it d steed to go. Once on tbe way an 
inoiire rence to thickening dangers that is tbe 
crowning virtue of the veteran, possessed 
tfctm a? one man. Steadily, boldly they es- 
rt udtd tbe hill. lnces*antlj , mercilessly pour 
ibe built ts down. Death's messengers seem 
io have lost tleir wonted terrors, aud upward 
moves the line. It nears the crtst. The ar- 
til'iry is silent. Tbe line halts. All is tran- 
quil as death itself. Tht men are crawling 
up. 1 hey near the guns. A voice is heard 
air r.g the line, and in an instant it is up and 
charging forward. A long lion of sm >k» 
shoots out, a roll of musketry follows, another 
s.nd knottier succeeds, and uow the broken 
trsf mem* of that stalwart, baud toja* fleeing 
down the bill. 

A tresb brigade moves out, catches tbe frag- 
ments, reforms them, and all go up the hill 
together. Hi re is a fresh offering, and sllsotly, 
:teadily ciove ihe troops. Nearing the crest 
they iigtrin crouch before tba battery, and 
again craw] stealthily toward the guus. 

bispg taw troops moving up toward our 
I' ft We have twice assaulted the heights, 
and twice been repulsed. Bragg concludes 
that the severest struggle will be there, aud 
bis troops pour rapidly forward, to the left. 
Grant, posees-ed of I hat rapidity of thought, 
a d quu k, shrewd comprehension that makes 
the brilliant General, perceives an advan- 
tage. 

The rebel frc -pe have been pouring for an 
lour pRet constantly to the le t. He deter- 
mines, it tbe atsault is unsuccessful, to ha%.ird a 
grand advance against the ridge, itself. 

Tiue, a formidable line of rifle-pits at the 
be.se swarm with truop3. Theie must be car- 
ried, aud then, after this terri*<lecost, we have 
the blights, too precipitous and too lofty 
almost io he scaled, and then a coutinuoui 
line of carefully constructed breastworks, 
bristling with numberless batteries and glit- 
tering with ba\ ontts, to overcome. 

No matter, Ihe die is cast and the work 
mubt be accomidii.hed or defeat lurl our ban- 
ceis by nightfall. 

I watch again tbe stormere near tbe crest. 
Apnin thutueath'.ike ominous silence reigm. 
Again that voice that d.ioms many a brave 
man to death is heard. Like panthers the 
men dash foiward at tbe prey, but that mer- 
ciless sleet of bullets cuts through their racks 
like tbe sickle, through the giaia. The line 
wavers, but, ra.eliiog ):ke a rtta^geriDg man, 
it recovers and returns. Another volley leaps 
from the rebel infantry, aud the line crumbles 
from right to left, and again is put to fli^bt. 
Horses come l>»ck riderless. Hundreds straw 
Ihe ground. The carnival is over, and the 
grave is glutted A deathlike quint reigns 
aluig the line. Hrx.ker i$ beard from, and is 
moving down the siope. Orders go out— "At 
a signal of six guns in succession, the army 
will advance along the entire front and s xjrin 
ihe heights." 

Lip h., fleecy, down-like clouds are sailing 
ever us like the trail of angel garments, who 
wculd fain sound the note of truce above the 
conterding hosts, or, like the white-robei 
n.eidens ot the Erin long ego, rattle the chains 
of peace. 

The order passvs along the lines- a thrill of 
excitement petvndes the mass. Whose ban- 
ner shall first wave from the rettel works? 
Ard every man sajsin his heart, "My arm 
shall not falter in tbe endeavor to plant ours 
there." A feverish impatience is observable 
in every man. K is a solemn, bloody work. 
Many will be whelmed in a few moments into 
eternity, and yet tone falter. Slowly, tedi- 
ously time wearo away. Minutes seam to lag 
and falter. 

Seconds are long, wearisome minu'es. Anx- 
ious, nervous fingers played with their gun- 
lot k 3. I hear the click, click, of the hatn- 
mtrs, and the gentler tick, tick, of the trig- 
gers. At last, a deep, heavy rumbling ex- 
plusion rends the air. Another follows, a 
third, fourth, fifth, and now the men are up, 
their gnns are clenched, and colors are un- 
furled. The sixth gun is fired, and away 
move the troops. Here is a spectacle sub- 
limer than America ever saw before. One 
that in point of solemn grandeur history it- 
self will fail to furnish a superior to. Fifty 
thousand men are braving death — coolly, de- 
liberately marching to bis embrace. A loug 
line of battle flags and banners are streaming 
in tbe wind. The earth shakes from the 
nib filed tread of men. Spectators are chained, 
transfixed, in admiration. 

The rebels In the rifle-pits peer over their 



works. See the line grasp th^ir guns an I pre- 
pere to deliver their fire! The army ha: 
starcely left its defences, when all the enemy's 
batteries open on it. Oars r. ply, and work 
with untiring vigor. The flags emerue from 
the woods. From the enemy's works lea; 
the storm of builets, and now the valley is 
resonant with every tone and semitone in the 
diapason of battle. The roll is continuous — 
the explosion terrible. Our cannoniers do 
splendid work. A caisson is seen to burst; 
our shells explode under tbe rebel guns. A 
wild, frantic cheer escapes tbe assailants. 
The first lice of works is reached. Wood, 
with his division, is over and after the fleeing 
enemy. 

Now one regimental flag waves highest up 
the slope, end now another. Tne colors of the 
79ih luoiiina are conspicuous; the bearer 
da;bes ahead of bisregime.nt, feet in froot of 
the entire line, and presses forward through a 
storm of bullets, meant for hint, that only rid 
die the flag. He is ar up to.vard the works 
and sheltered behind a lug; w tves his flag de- 
fiantly nt tbe enemy. Tbe 8S .h Indiana loses 
her co or- beaitr, wiio is killed Another starts 
fitm the ranks, seizes tbe s.ondar.i, and he, 
ut), goes down to death 

Tbcma* J. Graves succeeds to fie honor. 
He quits the ranks, graps the flag-Vjiff reek- 
ing with bis comrade's gore, wav, s it over 
be i d, and, like a spirit impervious io the mia> 
silts that whistle about, cutting the fl tg aud 
Bhrivtlios the staff, he moves steadily, un- 
falteringly toward the crest. Is his a charms i 
life, or does tbe God of battles shield biai? 
Every eve at tbe Knoll in breathless suspense 
feil ows his foctstips. Onward, still onward he 
goes, followed by the admiriug cneers of h.s 
countless comrades, who press bard after him. 
He nears tbe rebel works; again the deatb- 
ritalirg bullets flit by aud overhead aud rend 
the flag. Tbe smoke of battle mantles him. 
Let us scan the ridge. Here on a line as far 
advanced as any other port on, struggles up 
tbe division ef the eager, impetuous Wood. 
The colors of tbe 1st Onio aud the 23.1 
Kentucky, now consolidated, approach 
the rebel works. The enemy, goaded to des- 
peration by our successes, pours down, wi<b 
out a momenl'B intermission, his hail of bul- 
lets. All tbat storm is but the dashing of tbe 
madder ed waves against a coast of rocks. 
Firm as Ibe bill they climb, the meu b.ar 
Dp, and bow far to tbe right, away dow.i tbe 
ridge, rattles the musketry of Hooker's ad- 
vancing ottlumn. Cheers answer it back. 
Hooker retuS'.s his left, held by the inflexi- 
ble troops of Johnson, tbat fought under 
KousBean at Perryville and Stone River. 
Tbey do not recede. They tarry under or- 
ders. Hooker's right swings round at a rap- 
id pace, and now in the enemy's rear rolls no 
tbe eastern slope. The rebels enveloped, 
caught between a fire from front and rear, 
sway and toss in wild commotion. Th»ir 
gunners quit tbeir posts. Tbe pauic 
flies along the rebel line, at, 1 it begins to 
crumble and dissolve. Who now is roremost? 
it would be invidious to designate. Baud 
lises heavily, and tbe enemy still refuses to 
yield. Van Derveer with his sinewy brigade 
laps not a foot. Col. Palmer, commanding 
the lit brigade, sheds his heart's blood, and 
lies a corpse a few feet from the rebel works. 
Turcbin rises the crest gracefully, boldly, and 
bis brigade closes with the enemy. Baatty, 
cool but eager, holds toward tbe top, and his 
gallant color-bearer ot the 79th, mounting ibe 
parapet, plants bis colors there. At the samV 
moment, as though the same protecting spirit 
urged both flagsmen on, tbe banners of the 
1st Ohio and 23d Kentucky are seen on tbe 
wotks in front of Hazen. Confusion pervades 
the rebel masses. Tbey leave their artillery, 
and, in wild disorder, roil down the hill to- 
wan! Chickamaiiga. 

Three thcusand of the enemy, hemmed in 
by Hocl.erf bayonets aud the line in front, 
are takt n prisoners. Hazen c<p"ure? eighteen 
guns, Beatty eleven, Turcbin eight, Van Der- 
ver lour, w ith caissons and horses harnessed. 
Other brigades captured artillery also, and re- 
por's footed up, when 1 left the b;ld, forty-two 
pieces. Our prisoners will number, when full 
reports come in, ut least six thousand. Our 
victory was complete. 

I have said that the storming of those 
heights was a spectacle never exceeded in 
grandeur of display by any of the terrible con- 
flicts that history chronicles. I have not ex- 
aggerated. 

Napoleon wss thrilled by the sublimity of 
that spectacle ibat met bis gsxa, when from 
an eminence overlooking the field of Auster- 
lhz he saw the intrepid Soult leave the tu- 
miituous masses below, and watched bis up- 
ward progruss as he stormed tbe heights of 
PimWeti. So with Davous', who iu painful 
suspense followed tbe cheering legions ot 
Blorand, as he carried the heighis of Lenuea- 
bcrg. 1 can conceive of nothing grander 
ti at, tbe assault of our united armies on tile 
rebel wcrks of Mission Ridge. 

As tbe sun went down, tinging the fleecy 
borders of tbe clouds with an argent hue, the 
camp fires of tbe Union army blaz -d along 
the ridge where the night before slumbered 
the now routed hosts of rebeldom. All honor 
to the bruve men who fought and bled. Let. 
tbeir names rank high in tbe catalogue of he- 
roes. Cheer them, aid them, honor them. 
Let tbe memorv of their deeds brighten w.th 
ihe decay of lime. A. J. DAUGHERTY.

Fxcitement at Columbus Increases. 
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ISpeilal.J 

Washington, Dec. 1. 
A messenger direct from Geueral Meade's 
headquarters arrived here this morning. He 
left yesterday (Monday) but too early to state 
« be ther the day passed nil' without a battle. 
Lee bad not fallen back any since his retreat 
c-n Friday, his line running along Mill 
Cr«k, a stream et^bt »r ten miles east of O'— i 
huge Courthouse, estr/tylng into the Rapid 
Ann. 

Constant skirmishing between tbe two ar- 
mies has been going on eversince Friday, and 
1 ravy cannonading was heard yesterday at 
KappahanLOck Budge from the direction of 
the armies, bnt it is definitely ascertained thai, 
no geueral engagement was fought. 

The. fight of tbe 31 corps, General French, 
on Friday, turns out to have been consideraby 
exaggerated. Our loss, instead of 1,000 or 
1,500, will not reach over 400. Gen. French 
only took 100 of 1,000 prisoners. Theenemy, 
however, retreated from the field, leaving ail 
tbeir killed and wounded on our bands. 

Up to 3 o'clock this afternoon the Govern- 
ment was still without any advices to-day 
whatever from the aimy, and the eutire ab- 
ceiice of information from it was regarded as 
evidence of the tact that Meade is executing 
his plans without meeting ihe enemy in suf- 
ficient force to interfere seriously with his 
purposes. Had any disaster or any consider- 
able engagement trauspiiedup to last evening 
the fact would have been communicated to 
the Government, 

The conclusion is that Meade is gradually 
progressing without meeting the rebel army 
in tone, yet finding bis march oppose! at 
every step by sufficiently large bodies of rebels 
to make it neceesary to keep up heavy skir- 
mishing all the time. 

The statement tbat the railroad track beyond 
Rnpl'ahiiiiuock {Station had been taken up and 
removed to Alexandria is untrue. 

Tbe first issue of the new national bond 
notes wasdtlivered to-day for circulation.

MkLAKCHOLT Occubbkncs — We learn from 
the Nashville Press that on Tdesdiy a USgre 
and his back were hired to take to the peit- 
bouse three Federal soldiers afllicted with the 
tmalipox. On nearing tbe bajk water the 
negro, for the first time, learned lhat his p\s- 
sengers were small;iox cues. This so fright- 
ened him that he jumped from his seat and 
ran off. One of tbe soldiers then toik tho 
seat with the intention of driving himself 
and comrades to tbeir destination. Being un- 
acquainted with the ford, he drove off an em- 
bankment into deep water, and before any one 
Could go to tbe rescue the soldiers were 
drowned, as were also the horses. Up to a late 
hour last evening their bodies bad not been 
touod, tbeugh many persons were in search of 
them. We did not learu the names of the 
soldiers. 

Railroad Accident — An accident occurred 
en the Indianapolis and Cincinnati Railroad 
on Saturday evening, resulting in the death 
of three men and severely injuring another. 
A construction train broke through the tres- 
tle-work of a bridge over White Water, near 
Lawrenceburg. The engine was precipitated 
to the ground and turned completely over.

|j^-The draft has been carried out in Mary- 
land, and there has been considerable specu 
lation with respect to the question wnethe:- 
persons paying the three hundred dollars as 
commutation would be relieved from the sec- 
ond draft to take place in January under the 
late call of the President. It has b?en author- 
itatively stated that the Provost Marshals, act- 
ing under the orders of the Provost Marshal 
Genera], will relieve only such as pay for thi 
present draft, leaving thorn subject to the 
next call. It has, therefore become very im- 
portant when hunting substitutes to take car* 
that they are not themselves subject to the 
January draft, as that fact will prevent them 
from being received. We refer to this subject 
for the purpose of stimulating volunteering in 
our State. Officers and non-commisisoned 
officers from all our Kentucky regiments have 
been detailed to recruit within the State for 
their several regiments, and in some quarters 
the success has been most encouraging. But 
as a general thing there is a lukewarmness ex- 
isting, which, under the circumstances, is unac- 
countable. Our young men do not seem to real- 
ize that war exists unless its terrors are broHght 
home to their very doors. In the border counties 
where-the incentive has been great and tho inju- 
res to property deplorable, a large proportion of 
the able-bodied citizens have joined the Union 
ranks, but where the blessings of peace have 
be»n comparatively enjoyed there is a disin- 
clination to volunteer which is absolutely dis- 
creditable. The duty is plaia, and it 
cannot be evaded. Kentucky promised 
last winter, through their Representa- 
tives in Congress, that she would raise 
an additional twenty thousand troops, 
but that promise has not been redeemed. 
There are four or five weeks yet left, and at 
their expiration we shall have a draft. We 
did hope that Kentucky would be spared this 
humiliation, but we can assure all who are 
interested that Gov. Bramlette, in his forth- 
coming message at the convention of the 
Legislature, will show himself in earnest on 
this subject, and our State ought to anticipate 
the necessity of a draft by filling all its de- 
pleted regiments at once and completing the 
rolls of the new regiments before the close of 
the year. 



The rebels are sanguine by tempera- 
ment and by predicament. They are all very 
sanguine, but still there are among them de- 
gieeB of sanguineness. We supposed, with 
the Philadelphia Bulletin, that Jefferson Davis, 
in his recent tour through the South, "had 
given to the rebels the most hopeful view 
of their prospects which could be con- 
ceived, but we were mistaken. Davis, to be 
sure, spoke very encouragingly; he did not 
allow the high price of gold or beef to o'er- 
cloud bis oratory; he was confident that by 
tome means or other the South would, in the 
end, be successful. There was 02e point how- 
ever in all his speeches which needed distinct- 
ness; that was, the p recite meant by which the 
Confederacy would be saved. This subject, 
either because of ignorance or modesty, Dtvig 
did not elucidate, and his hearers, although 
assured by bim that their victory was certain, 
were left entirely in the dark as to the agency 
through which it would come. 

This essential vacuum in the consoling ora- 
tions of Davis has been filled by the recently- 
elected Governor of Alabama, Colonel Walts, 
formerly the Confederate Attorney-Getier.;!. 
This gentleman has been discoursing very elo- 
quently to the citizens of Alabama concerning 
the prospects of the Confederacy, which, he 
says, "are bright, and brightening hourly." 
If Watty had merely said this, and nothing 
more, hiB hearers would not have been a bit 
more edified than they bad been by the pre- 
vious opinions of Davis. But he did not stop 
here. He gave his reasons for the "bright 
prospects" in the following startling periods: 
The Secretary of thANavy, Mr. MaHory, the 
best abused man in the Confederacy, would, 
before the end of the year, become the cyno- 
sure of all eyes. H^s work has been going 
on silently, but if will soon exhibit a power 
■ufficient to sweep from the ocean every vesstl 
of the Yankee navy. Why, if only half that 
bad been told us about the China fleet is trus, 
cur pnspecta for conquering, a peace are in- 
Oeed bright. .What if a fleet of iron-clads were 
enddenly to mttke their appearance at Mobile 
and Charleston, recapture New Orleans, as- 
cend the Mississippi river to Vicksburg and 
Memphis, repoise-3 those places, and finally 
threaten New York itself I Would not these 
tbitgs strike terror and amazement to the 
Yen'ee mind? And what more is gratifying, 
their happening is not without the bounds of 
probability. • 

So, then, the Confederacy is to be rescued 
from the jaws of death, not by the armies of 
Bragg and Lee, but by a fleet of iroa-clads 
which are "suddenly to make their appear- 
ance" just where the poor ignorant Yanke -s 
Will least expect them. What a wonderful 
Kan tnis Mallory is! To have an iron-clad 
fleet temtwkere, which will tome lime "strike, 
terror and am? zemcnt to the Yankee miadl" 
this indeed is the work of a great genius. 
The people of Alabama can now rest satis- 
fied. Their new Governor has told them the 
Secret of their deliverance. Thej^need no 
longer dread the capture of Mobile, or tlio 
tread of Union cavalry in the streets of their 
capital, for a fleet of iron-clads has been 
fonnd by the "cynosure" Mallory. I; comes, 
not from the Mersey or from Nantes and 
Bordeaux; but, ready armed and equipped, it 
springs from the brain of Neptune — or of 
Mallory. No jj a man than Watts has 
seen it. 

ISTThe Hon. Wm. D. Swan, in a recent 
speech In the Senate of Massachusetts, said: 

By-and-by, in the wisdo m of the .admin- 
istration, it was seen fit to divide the Army 
of Virginia into four parts, and then to re- 
move Gen. McCIellan. Now, mark the result. 
At the close of a pleasant summer's afternoon, 
when the Army of the Potomac was under 
the command of Pope, you might have seen 
the President of the United States and Gen. 
Halleck riding down to Gen. M 'Clellan's tent, 
and asking him if he would again take com- 
mand of the Army of Virginia. He said, 
"Yes, upon certain conditions." The condi- 
tions were complied with, and, sir, when the 
news was promulgated in camp, that he had 
consented to take the command, the soldiers 
coming back, "wan.worn, and weary," begged 
and pleaded to be led back to meet the enemy. I 
give names when I quote conversation. The 
President, in the presence of Hon J. H. W. 
Page a tew evenings after that, said, "The poli- 
ticians tried to prevent my reappointing Gen. 
McCIellan. But I knew that his presence was 
worth any ten Generals, if I could compress 
them all into one." And it was I He reor- 
ganized the forces, and you all remember the 
battle of Antietam, and its results. The poli- 
ticians were still at work, and last autumn, a 
year ago, aft«r the Administration had beeo 
defeated in all the principal loyal States, 
McCIellan was removed. Perhap* the D^ra >- 
cratic victories in Pennsylvania and New 
York showed that it was necessary to remove 
f"- «1 I now say in alt sincerity, and I 
hope Senators will hear me without any pir'y 
feeling, that ir the telegraph wires could to- 
d-»y bring the information that Mr. Stenton 
bad resigned, and that Gen. Halleck had been 
removed, and that Gen. MeClellan was ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chiet of the forces 
raised and to be raised, the highways and by- 
ways would "swarm with volunteers" goinz 
to fight the battles of their country. Senator? 
know it to be true. 

We believe this earnest man of Massachu- 
setts speaks herein the sentiments of a major- 
ity even of the Republican party. Assuredly 
he speaks the sentiments of an overpowering 
majority of the loyal people of the country. 
And he speaks the truth. Yet we fear he does 
not speak what will prevail in the councils of 
Ihe Administration; for in those councils, a» 
there is too much reason to believe, the whis- 
per of party, though it breathe but calumny, 
has greater power than the voice of the people, 
albeit thundering forth truths which make for 
the salvation of the country. It is neverthe- 
less the duty of the people and of their or- 
gans to keep these truths sounding in the ear 
Of the Administration.

Williams, entered that town abjut 3 o'clock 
on Wednesday morning. Tbey burned tbe 
Conrt-house, and stole all the horses they 
could find, including all the stage horses of 
Messrs. lrviu & Wolverton, and a Iirge num- 
ber of Government horses. Their stay in the 
town was very short, and no other damage 
was done. It is not known what direction 
they took when they eft. 

Two or Morgan's Officers Captured. — 
Captains Sheldon and Taj lor, who are sup- 
posed to bave escaped with Morgan from the 
Ohio Penitentiary, were arrested near this 
city last r.ipht by the military detect! TM and 
lodged in the City Prison. They were brought 
in at a very late hour, and. coost-quently, we 
were unable to learn any particulars. 

Ite5!8. — Wood was selling in the city yes 
terday at $7 per cord. 

From all parts of the country we have the 
mast cheering intelligence regarding contri- 
butions for the relief of the poor. 

Eight hundred and twenty prisoners 
were received yesterday, and will be for- 
warded to camps North to-day. 

Two soldiers weie arrested yesterday, 
charged with robbing a citizen named Jona- 
than Prior of $G4, of which $31 50 was recov- 
ered. They were delivered to the civil 
authorities for trial. 

The military authorities bave established a 
depot on Second street, where rattans are 
issued daily to the families of soldiers wboare 
in destitute circumstances.

A soldier named Underhill killed a fellow- 
soldier on Wednesday in West Nashville, and 
was arrested and confined in the workhouse. 

At St. Louis on Saturday the thermometer 
ringed from ten to fifteen degrees below the 
freezing point and ice was making in the 
river. 

Miss Bettie Martin and other rebel girls are 
under arreBt at Nashville charged with smug- 
gling out, under their capacious crinolines' 
gray cloth, and making it up into rebel uni- 
forms.

ORANtii Court Hocse — This place will te 
noted by the future historian in the story of 
the rebellion and the war for its suppress- 
ion It is, as the name indicates, the couaty 
seat of Orange county, and it is situated at 
the base of Southwest Mountain .<« the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, eighty-three miles 
ncrtl west of Richmond, and ninety-two miles 
from tbe city of Washington. Four miles 
from this place is Montpelier, the former resi- 
dence of President James Madison. Orange 
Court House contains the public buildings be- 
longing to a seat of justice, and has four 
churches, a female academy, several scores, a 
printing office, and before the war about 800 
inhabitants. 

RaJ'Thf orders from the War Department 
relieving Mnj. Gen. Burnside, in the command 
of the Department and the Army of the Ohio, 
directed bim to report in person to the 
Adjutant Gi ueral at Washington, so that his 
n sanation has not been accepted, but he will 
doubtless receive u furleugh to enable him to 
atiend to pressing private business. The De- 
partment of the Ohio now consists of the 
State of Kentucky, north of the Tennessee 
river, and such portions of the State of Ten- 
nessee as may be occupied by the troops of its 
army. 

Reopening of a Cotton Factory. — The

nelton, Indiana, on the Ohio river, which has 
been closed for some time past, on account of 
the difficulty of procuring sufficient supplies 
of raw material, is to resume operations at a 
very early day.

Nxw York, Dec. 2.

He left the south side of the" Ripid Ann 
je8ieniay morning, aud no serious fighting 
had occurred up to that hour.

Allen Harris, a citizen ot Dyer county, 
Tenn , for aiding and abetting one Lamb 
with intent to kill Levi W. Coluran, to pay a 
fine of $1,000, and remain in custody till same

Bastian Head, a citizen of Fulton county, 
for violating bis oath of allegiance and carry- 
ing a mail to the Confederate army ai Suel- 
b\ ville, &c, to be confined at bard labor six 
mouths at Alton, III.

He wiil pardon me tor saying that I approve 
et it fully, and I bave no doubt if he is per- 
immd tocnrryltout will not only protect 
the border lo a very great degree, but, will 
destroy many of the scoundrels who desolate 
it. He is keenly alive to your pitiable condi- 
tion, and I feel assured, if given the proper 
force and ihe disposition or it, will adequate- 
ly protect you. Whether or not I will be 
pein.i:ted lo raise my brave old Ninth 
and go to assist in your defence, I most 
certainly will aid your gallant Goveroor 
wbo is using every exertion to protect all 
all parts of the State, with all the energy that 
1 possess. You may rest assured that every 
eflort made for j onr dtf.'n-e will meet with 
my hearty approval and earnest co-operation, 
and that nothing would ple-.se me more than 
lo be again at the head of mv gallant regi- 
ment, wauling in defence of your firesides. 
When I first went to your assistance last 
spring 1 felt a lively interest in font welfare, 
because you bad stiipped yourselves of suit- 
able protection by sending the flower of vour 
youih to defend the honor and unity of our 
country, assailed by recreant traitors. Now 
ibat I bate been amongst you and have learned 
to li.ve your Hue. warm-hearted, patriotic pop- 
ulation, I would feel it an honor to wear myself 
out, end, if necessary, lo give np my life in 
your defence. 

With many thanks fir the distinguished 
compliment which so gallant and patriotic a 
people have paid to myself and regiment, I 
rt main, gentlemen, very trulv and sincerely 
your friend, RICHARD T. JACOB.
